BAD FOR EMPLOYES. 


A Decision Regarding Who Are 
Fellow Servants. 


A SUIT FOR BIG DAMAGES. 


Itwns of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rions Sources for the Benefit of 
“Democrat'' Readers, 


The Illinois si;preme court has 
affirmed a decision of the appellate 
court for the Fourth district, hold­ 
ing that trainmen in the employ of 
a railroad company are fellow-serv- 
ants, and that railroad companies 
are not liable for damages resulting 
to one through the carelessness of 
another. 
The case is that of Ella M. Leep- 
er, administrator of the estate of 
William Leeper, deceased, 
vs. the 
Terre Haute and Indianapolis Rail­ 
road company, appeal to the appel­ 
late court from the city court of 
East St. Louis. 
On February 25, 1893, the de­ 
fendant railroad company caused a 
freight train to be run in three sec­ 
tions from Terre Haute to St. Louis. 
The three sections were ordered on 
a sidetrack at a certain station, 
to 
allow 
an 
east - bound 
train 
to 
pass. 
On 
reaching 
that 
sta­ 
tion, 
the 
first 
two 
sections 
obeyed the order, and were stand­ 
ing on the side track, the engine of 
the second section being 15 or 20 
feet from the caboose of the first 
section. 
The 
third 
section 
ran 
upon the switch, its engine striking 
4lie second section with such force 
as to drive it into the first section. 
Leeper was the fireman on the sec­ 
ond section, 
and by the collision 
received such injuries as caused his 
death. 
His administratrix thereupon filed 
suit against the company for dam­ 
ages, claiming the trainmen of the 
different trains 
were 
not 
fellow- 
servants. 
The East St. Louis city 
court sustained 
her 
position and 
awarded her $3,000 damages. 
The 
company took the case to the ap­ 
pellate court, which reversed the 
decision of the court below, without 
remanding the case for further trial, 
bolding the trainmen to have been 
fellow-servants.
